INTRODUCTION 


The  present  collection  of  interesting  Egyptian  antiqui- 
ties, ancient  necklaces,  iridescent  glass  and  other  works  of  art 
offered  at  auction  presents  an  exceptional  opportunity  to  col- 
lectors who  wish  to  add  to  their  collections,  and  to  those  who 
wish  to  make  unique  gifts  for  the  holidays. 

Most  of  the  collection  comes  from  our  recent  findings 
and  gatherings  in  Egypt,  Palestine  and  Syria,  where  I  spent 
the  last  six  months  at  our  excavations;  and  many  of  the  ob- 
jects have  just  arrived  in  this  country  and  have  not  been  shown 
or  offered  for  sale  before. 

The  finest  pieces  of  glass  come  from  Syria  and  Palestine 
where  excavations  are  now  forbidden.  My  father,  Azeez 
Khayat,  is  the  only  individual  who  has  permission  to  dig, 
together  with  the  museum  authorities. 

As  for  Egyptian  antiquities,  fewer  of  these  are  found 
every  year.  The  tourists  who  have  visited  Egypt  know  how 
hard  it  is  to  find  fine  objects,  and  the  prices  they  have  to  pay 
for  them.  These  relics,  as  we  all  know,  come  from  excavations. 
Considering  this  fact  and  considering  their  age,  naturally  there 
are  among  the  numerous  objects  a  few  pieces  which  are  im- 
perfect or  slightly  repaired;  otherwise,  every  article  in  the  col- 
lection is  guaranteed  to  be  genuine  and  as  represented.  The 
descriptions  are  brief,  but  the  full  history  of  every  article  will 
be  cheerfully  given  upon  request.
